ANNUAL REPORT. 



To the Governor of the State of New York: 

The forestry movement in our State has made such progress 
that it is no longer necessary in a Department report to dwell on 
the need of forest preservation or provision for a future timber 
supply. Through the intelligent editorials of the public press, and 
the widespread dissemination of information on this subject by 
the annual reports of the Forest Commission and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, the mass of our citizens and pupils in our pub- 
lic schools have become familiar with the various arguments re- 
lating to the subject. There remains to this Board only, in making 
its annual report, some plain, concise statement of the business and 
expenditures of the past calendar year. 

The Forest Preserve Board was organized, April 29, 1897, under 
the provisions of Chapter 220, Laws of 1897. The section defining 
the powers and duties of the Board, says: " It shall be the duty 
of the Forest Preserve Board, and it is hereby authorized, to ac- 
quire for the State, by purchase or otherwise, land, structures, or 
waters, or such portion thereof in the territory embraced in the 
Adirondack Park, as it may deem advisable for the interests of 
the State." 

• An appropriation of $1,000,000 was made for the purposes speci- 
fied in the Act. This was supplemented at the legislative session 
of 1898, by a further appropriation of $500,000, making a total of 
$1,500,000 which, thus far, has been placed at the disposal of the 
Board for the purchase of forest lands, and for the expenses in- 
cidental thereto. 

From April 29, 1897, — when the Board was first established, — 
to December 31, 1898, the State acquired title by purchase to 
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259,634-^ acres of forest land in the Adirondack Park, for which 
there was paid, in the aggregate, $1,108,143.15, or $4.26 + per 
acre on the average. 

In this statement only such lands are included as have been paid 
for and conveyed to the State. It does not include some large 
purchases made in 1898, in which the lands were not conveyed prior 
to December 31st last, owing to delay on the part of the grantors 
in perfecting their title. 

The unexpended balance in the Comptroller's hands, December 
31, 1898, was $356,056.81. But this credit was apparent rather 
than actual, by reason of land purchases for which, as just ex- 
plained, no conveyances had been made prior to the close of the 
year, and, consequently, no money paid. The amount due on these 
lands will exhaust the balance of the appropriations. A schedule 
of these lands bought, but not conveyed or paid for, will be found 
on a subsequent page. 

The payments made during the year 1898 for expenses, aside 
from purchase of lands, amount to $30,027.17. These various ex- 
penditures are classified as follows:

Total; 50,169% acres, amounting to $196,429.80, or $3.91-1- per acre. 
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In making these purchases the Board has adhered to its previous 
rule of paying only $1.50 per acre for hardwood forests, or what is 
termed " lumbered land," the latter phrase being the one in com- 
mon use to designate forest tracts from which the merchant- 
able spruce or pine has been removed. Where the Board has paid 
more than $1.50 per acre, it was on account of the spruce which 
was standing on the lot, the increased price corresponding in each 
case to the amount of this kind of timber. The price paid per 
acre has, therefore, varied from $1.50 to $7, — the latter being 
the maximum price that the Board has been willing to pay for 
forest land from which no spruce or any other timber has been 
removed, and on which no cutting whatever has been done. 

There were, however, some transactions in which more than $1.50 
per acre was paid for lumbered land; but the extra price was paid on 
account of some valuable lake which was located on the lot. Ow- 
ing to the great demand for private preserves, or cottage sitea, 
these lake fronts in the Adirondacks command prices which would 
fully warrant the amounts paid by the Commission for this class 
of property. 

Among the more important purchases made during the past 
year, attention is respectfully called to that of Township 20, in 
Franklin County. This township includes the north half of the 
Upper Saranac Lake and over forty other lakes and ponds. 
It is the best-watered township in the Adirondacks, none of the 
others having so large a water f rentage. The shores of the Upper 
Saranac Lake and other beautiful sheets of water scattered through- 
out this tract are extremely valuable for cottage and camp sites, 
and have commanded extremely high prices for such purposes. 
The entire township is well wooded and embrataea some of the 
finest scenery in our Great Northern Forest. Its waters afford 
good fishing, and its forests are well stocked with deer and other 
game. 

This township has never been valued at less than $10 an acre, 
during the past ten years, by any person competent to judge the 
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value of Adirondack forest property. The question naturally 
arises, if so, why did the State acquire it at $6 per acre? In reply, 
we would say that the price paid by the State was the result of a 
compromise and settlement of a suit brought by the State to recover 
possession of this land which, at one time, was held by the State 
under a title acquired through a tax sale. But, in 1888, the owners 
of the township — the Upper Saranac Association — obtained from 
the Comptroller a cancellation of the State's title on an applica- • 
tion setting forth certain irregularities in the assessment and levy 
of the taxes for which the land was sold. The Comptroller, in 
compliance with the usages of his Department, granted the appli- 
cation, having stipulated that the owners of the land should first 
pay into the State treasury all taxes and interest due on the land, 
including the taxes for which it was sold. Having complied with 
this, the Upper Saranac Association received a deed from the State 
to the property, which conveyance they hold in addition to their 
original deeds and chain of title. 

On the other hand, the Fisheries, Game and Forest Commis- 
sion commenced a suit against the Upper Saranac Association for 
the recovery of the land. The Commission claimed that the Asso- 
ciation could not properly make an application for the cancella- 
tion of the State's title, because the Court of Appeals had ren- 
dered a decision that no application for a cancellation of a tax title 
could be made except by the party or parties who were the pur- 
chasers at the sale; and, that the Upper Saranac Association was 
not the purchaser. Under this decision it is generally conceded 
that the State could have reinstated its title on the books of the 
Comptroller. Such action, however, would not have been final, 
for the Upper Saranac Association could still have applied to the 
courts for a hearing and redress in the matter. Had the case been 
carried into the courts the Commission would have claimed that 
the reasons alleged in the application for cancellation were trivial 
and technical; and, that the alleged irregularities, in the assess- 
ment and proceedings prior to the sale, in no way conduced to the 

defaulting of the tax. 

3 
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There would still remain, however, the question as to how far 
the State was bound by the acts of its agent, the Comptroller, 
who acted in accordance with the custom and usages of his depart- 
ment; and, furthermore, the important fact, that in accepting the 
back taxes and interest which, in 1898, amounted to over $50,000, 
the proceeding became substantially a redemption instead of a 
cancellation. As to how the suit would have resulted must always 
remain a matter of conjecture, both sides being confident of the 
merits of their respective cases. 

Acting under the advice of its attorneys, the Forest Preserve 
Board, which is authorized by law to settle disputed titles in the 
Forest Preserve,* agreed to a compromise, as the result of which 
they paid the Saranac Inn Association $150,088 for the 24,909 -j^j- 
acres in Township 20, — or $6.02 + per acre. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that this amount included over $50,000 in taxes 
and interest, which the State would have had to refund to the Upper 
Saranac Association in case the State had won its suit. 

The transfer of the property did not include the land on which 
the Saranac Inn and adjoining buildings are situated, as that land 
was not included in the tax sales under which the State at one time 
held title to the township, the Upper Saranac Association- or their 
predecessors having owned that property prior to the sale, and since. 

In three other suits brought by the State for the reinstatement 
of its title to lands in the Preserve, a highly advantageous com- 
promise was effected in each case by the Forest Preserve Board, 
the defendants preferring to release the land and make some con- 
cession as to the timber rights rather than to risk the uncertainties 
of a long and expensive lawsuit. These three cases include the 
proceedings brought against the Kenyon Lumber Company, for 
1,700 acres in the north half of Arthurboro Patent, Hamilton 
County; and against George F. Underwood for three lots in the 
same tract; and 3,600 acres in Township 3, T. & C. P., Hamilton 
County, owned by Marsh & Underwood. As these parties held, in

addition to their original titles, deeds from the State of New York 
to the land in question, the probability that the State could ignore 
its own covenants was so doubtful, that the Board deems it fortu- 
nate that the State has recovered the land and most of the timber, 
even if it did not regain the entire timber right also. 

For the benefit of those who may want to know the details of 
these transactions we insert here the full text of the agreement in 
two of the cases:

Wheeeas — Lots Nos. 27, 28, 41, 88, 89, 90, 92, 93, and 95 
in the north one-half (£) of Arthurboro Patent in the County of 
Hamilton and State of New York were each sold for unpaid taxes 
at the Comptroller's tax sales for the years 1877, 1881 and 1885, 
and bid off by the State of New York at each of said sales and 
subsequently conveyed to the State by the Comptroller pursuant 
to the said sales and each of them, and 

Wheeeas, Lelia E. Marsh, one of the parties of the second part 
claiming to be a part owner of the lots above described, did on or 
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about December 8th, 1885, make application to the Comptroller to 
cancel said tax sales, and each of them, upon which application 
such proceedings were had that on Nov. 7th, 1888, the Comptroller 
made an order granting such application and cancelling said tax 
sales and each of them, and 

Whereas, The People of the State of New York by the Fish- 
eries, Game and Forest Commission has made application to the 
Comptroller under and in pursuance of Chapter 392 of the laws of 
the State of New York for the year 1897 to set aside the cancella- 
tion of said tax sales, and each of them, which said application is 
entitled as above, and was filed with the Comptroller on or about 
the first day of September, 1897, and 

Whereas, the said lands and premises are now claimed to be 
owned by the parties of the second part in fee simple, except Lot 
No. 88, and they having been duly made parties to the above enti- 
tled proceedings, and 

Whereas, the title of the parties of the second part to said lands 
and premises is now in good faith questioned by the State, and it 
claims to be the owner thereof in fee simple, as evidenced by its 
application to cancel said tax sales filed as above specified and 

Whereas, it is deemed best for the interests of all of the parties 
hereto that their respective claims to said lands and premises be 
compromised settled and adjusted, and each of said parties being 
desirous of so doing, 

Now Therefore, in consideration of the premises, and of one 
dollar ($1.00) by ea % ch of said parties to the other paid, the receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged, it is hereby mutually agreed as 
follows, viz: 

The said The Pine Lake Club agrees to convey to the People of 
the State of New York Lots Nos. 98, 100 and 101 in the north 
one-half said patent, and all of its interests therein, and covenants 
that it has in no wise encumbered said lots or either of them. The 
said party of the first part to release all of its interest in Lots Nos. 
88, 93, and 94 in the north one-half of said patent, such release to 
be effected in the manner hereinafter provided. 
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The said Lelia E. Marsh, George N. Ostrander, William Mc- 
Echron, George F. Underwood, Jennie A. Underwood and the 
Kenyon Lumber Co. agree to convey to the People of the State 
of New York by quit claim deed lots JSTos. 27, 28, 41, 89, 90, 92 
and 95 and all of their interest therein, and hereby covenant that 
they have in no wise encumbered the same, or either of said lots; 
said parties excepting and reserving, however, the spruce timber 
standing on said lots down to ten inches in diameter at a height 
of three (3) feet from the ground, and the hemlock timber standing 
thereon down to twelve (12) inches in diameter at a height of three 
(3) feet from the ground, with the right to enter upon said lots, 
and cut and remove such timber, subject to the restrictions, limita- 
tions and conditions of Section 8, Chapter 220 of the laws of the 
State of New York for the year 1897, except, however, that the 
right to so enter upon said lots, and cut and remove such timber 
shall be for the period of three years only instead of fifteen years, 
as provided in said Section 8, Chapter 220 of said laws of 1897. 
Said parties also reserve to themselves the right to erect necessary 
camps for the purpose of lumbering said lots, and of making roads 
to the same. 

It is further agreed that the respective wives of the parties 
of the second part shall join in all conveyances provided for in 
this agreement. And the said George N. Ostrander for himself 
represents and guarantees that he is the owner of the interest in 
said lots recently claimed by one George W. Ostrander, excepting 
of course such interest as is claimed by the other parties of the 
second part. 

It is further agreed that upon the delivery of the deeds herein 
provided for to the Forest Preserve Board, the parties hereto for 
the purpose of carrying this agreement into effect shall direct and 
cause their respective counsel to appear before the Comptroller in 
the above entitled proceedings, and request that the comptroller 
grant the application of the Fisheries, Game & Forest Commission 
as to Lots Nos. 27, 28, 41, 89, 90, 92, and 95, and that he deny 
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the same as to Lots Nos. 88, 93 and 94, it being understood that 
the release of the State to said lots Nos. 88, 93 and 94 shall be 
accomplished in this manner. The Fisheries, Game and Forest 
Commission to appear by their counsel and consent to such, order 
by the Comptroller 

In Witness Whereof the parties hereto have hereunto set their 
hands and seals the day and year first aforesaid to duplicate copies 
hereof, The Pine Lake Club and the Kenyon Lumber Company 
by their respective Presidents thereunto duly authorized by the 
Board of Directors of each, of said corporations, and the Forest 
Preserve Board for the purpose of evidencing their acceptance of 
this agreement on behalf of the People of the State.

This Agreement made and entered into this day of 
1898 by and between the Kenyon Lumber Company, as parties of 
the first part, and The People of the State of New York, repre- 
sented by The Forest Preserve Board, party of the second part 

Witnesseth: That Whereas Lot 98 of the north on&half of the 
Arthurboro Patent was included in the application of the People 
for the setting aside of certain cancellations, and 
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Whereas as to the undivided half it was redeemed and cancelled 
only as to the other one-half, and 

Whereas in a certain joint deed entered into by Lelia E. 
Marsh, George N. Ostrander and wife, William McEchron and 
wife, George F. Underwood and wife, the Kenyon Lumber Com- 
pany, and the Pine Lake Club, the Pine Lake Club is to convey 
said Lot 98 to the State, and 

Whereas it is desired by all parties to save to the Kenyon 
Lumber Company certain timber rights upon Lot 98 according 
to the terms of the original agreement with reference to the ad- 
justment of the proceedings pending between said parties, and 

Whereas, in order to carry out the true intent of . said 
original agreement it is necessary that the Comptroller should 
deny the application for the setting aside of the cancellation of cer- 
tain tax sales alleged in the petition to affect the whole lot, but 
which in reality affected only a portion of the lot, the Kenyon 
Lumber Company in consideration of the sum of one dollar to it in 
hand paid, the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, and also in 
consideration of the settlement of the proceedings and the exchange 
deeds therein provided 

Hereby agrees that under the timber reservation and lumbering 
rights contained in its transfer of the title of Lot 98 to the Pine 
Lake Club, it shall cut only the spruce timber down to ten inches in 
diameter at a height of three feet from the ground, and the hem- 
lock timber down to twelve inches in diameter at a height of three 
feet from the ground, and upon the same terms and conditions aa 
to entry and removal as are contained in a certain agreement with 
reference to Lots 27, 28, 41, 89, 90, 92 and 95, dated March 19th, 
1898 *♦ * * * etc. 



In the case of Township 3, Hamilton County, the defendants, 
who owned the entire 8,000 acres in the north third of the town- 
ship, offered in settlement of the litigation, to deed the entire tract 
to the State for the sum of $1, — not $1 per ajcre, but for the 
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nominal consideration of $1. For their share in this compromise 
the defendants reserved the spruce timber, ten inches and upward 
in diameter, and the pine, above twelve inches, leaving to the State 
the fee of the land, and all the other timber, including the hemlock, 
balsam, cedar, hardwood, and all the spruce trees or pulpwood, 
under ten inches. It should be noted here that, while the pine 
was reserved, there are so few trees of this species on the tract that 
this consideration is well nigh a nominal one. In this case, like that 
of Township 20, the State, if it won its suit, would have to refund 
several thousand dollars in back taxes and interest. It must be 
borne in mind, also, that of the 8,000' acres in this tract, the State 
made claim to only 3,600; and that the defendants in the compro- 
mise, deeded their title to the entire 8,000 acres, less the timber 
right referred to. 

Also, that the defendants owned about 4,400 acres, over half 
of the tract, under an indisputable title, lands that the State never 
owned or claimed; and, that in case the State won its suit, these lands 
would be cut over any way, the defendants taking all the spruce, 
both large and small, together with the hemlock, balsam, and 
cedar; and that the lands, including its fine lakes would be sold for 
a private preserve, to the exclusion of the public; and that as to 
these lands such result could not be prevented, even if the State 
won its suit. 

On this tract of 8,000 acres are situated the famous Cedar Lakes; 
also, the beautiful sheets of water known as Whitney and Pills- 
bury lakes. There is no better fishing and hunting in the entire 
Adirondack forest than is found on this tract; and, through the 
action of the Board in this matter no private preserves can be estab- 
h'shed there, but, on the contrary, it will henceforth remain open 
and free to the hunters, fishermen, and tourists who may desire to 
frequent that part of the Wilderness. 

State College of Forestry. 

One of the most important purchases during the past year was 
that made by this Board for the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
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visions of the Act of Legislature establishing a State College of 
Forestry connected with Cornell University. By the provisions of 
this Act the trustees of the University, or their agents, were to select 
and purchase a tract of 30,000lacres in the Adirondack Park suitable 
for the purposes of the Forestry College, the approval of which 
devolved, under the Act, on this Board. Furthermore, the Act 
carried no appropriation, but provided that the purchase money, 
which in this case amounted to $165,000, must be taken from the 
fund entrusted to this Board, a fund which had been granted for 
other purposes. As our appropriation for the purchase of land 
in the past year amounted to $500,000, the sum necessarily set 
apart for the College of Forestry seriously interfered with the work 
of the Board and the arrangements which it had entered into for 
the acquisition of other tracts. At the same time the Board under- 
took cheerfully the work of co-operation thus required, the mem- 
bers of the Board doing everything in their power to assist the 
trustees of Cornell University and their representative in securing 
a desirable tract, making Ithe preliminary examination of lands, 
and paying a proper price. 

Perhaps the work of the Board in connection with this matter 
will be better understood upon reading the provisions of this bill 
which are as follows: 

CHAPTER 122. 

AN ACT to promote education in forestry, to encourage and pro- 
vide for the establishment of a college of forestry at Cornell 
University, and making an appropriation therefor. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follotcs: 

Section 1. Upon the acceptance by Cornell University of the 
provisions of this act, which acceptance in writing, duly executed 
and acknowledged in the manner provided by law for the execution 
of written instruments by corporations, shall be filed in the office 
of the secretary of state within ten days after the approval of thi3 
act, the trustees of Cornell University are authorized and empow- 
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ered to create and establish a department in said university to be 
known and called the New York State College of Forestry for the 
purpose of education and instruction in the principles and practices 
of scientific forestry. 

§ 2. For the purposes of such school and for carrying out the 
objects of this act, the board of trustees of said university are hereby 
authorized and empowered, by and with the consent and approval 
and under the direction of the Forest Preserve Board of this state, 
to contract for the purchase of, and to purchase and to acquire by 
purchase title to not more than thirty thousand acres of land in 
the Adirondack forests. The University shall have the title, pos- 
session, management and control of such land, and by its board 
of trustees through the aforesaid college of forestry shall conduct 
upon said land such experiments in forestry as it may deem most 
advantageous to the interests of the state and the advancement of 
the science of forestry, and may plant, raise, cut and sell timber 
at such times, of such species and quantities and in such manner, 
as it may deem best, with a view to obtaining and imparting knowl- 
edge concerning the scientific management and use of forests, their 
regulation and administration, the production, harvesting and re- 
production of wood crops and earning a revenue therefrom, and to 
that end may constitute and appoint a faculty of said school, con- 
sisting of one director or professor, and two instructors, and may 
employ such forest manager, rangers and superintendents and incur 
such other expenses in connection therewith as may be necessary 
for the proper management and conduct of said college, and the 
care of said lands, and for the purposes of this act, within the 
amount hereinafter appropriated. 

§ 3. The superintendent of the state land survey, or the state 
engineer and surveyor, shall make such surveys and furnish such 
maps as may be required by said trustees and authorized and di- 
rected by the Forest Preserve Board of lands purchased or pro- 
posed to be purchased for the purposes of this act. 

§ 4. Every deed or conveyance of lands acquired under the pro- 
visions of this act by said university shall contain in the habendum 
clause thereof a condition and covenant that the same, and the title 
to the land conveyed therein and thereby, is taken by the grantee 
therein named, the Cornell University, under and pursuant to the 
provisions of this act; and shall also contain an express covenant 
running with the land and binding upon said university, that the 
same is conveyed for the uses and purposes in this act provided for, 
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and also an express covenant on the part of said university to con- 
vey said lands to the people of the state, as hereinafter provided for. 
Every such conveyance shall be executed in duplicate, one of which 
shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of the county where the 
land is situated, and the other in the office of the secretary of state. 

§ 5. Payment for the lands thus purchased shall be made in 
manner following: Upon the execution of any contract or convey- 
ance pursuant to sections two and four of this act, the board of 
trustees of the university shall transmit a certified copy thereof to 
the Forest Preserve Board with a written request for a warrant and 
certificate for the payment of the purchase price to the grantor 
or proper persons entitled thereto. The Forest Preserve Board 
shall, after examination, and if such be the fact, make and execute 
its certificate, that said purchase or contract was made by and with 
its consent and approval and under its direction, and that the same 
is in all respects in conformity with the provisions of this act, and 
shall attach such certificate to said request for a warrant and cer- 
tificate and transmit the same to the comptroller, who shall there- 
upon draw his warrant upon the treasurer in favor of the grantor 
or proper person entitled to the purchase price, and the treasurer 
shall pay the same from any moneys heretofore or hereafter appro- 
priated for the purpose of chapter 220 of the laws of 1897, or of 
this act. 

§ 6. All moneys received by Cornell University from state ap- 
propriations for the said college shall be kept by said university in 
a separate fund from the moneys of the university, and shall be 
used exclusively for said college. Such moneys as may be appro- 
priated to be paid to Cornell University by the state in any year, 
to be expended by said university in the administration of sail 
college, shall be payable to the treasurer of Cornell University in 
three equal payments, to be made on the first day of October, the 
first day of January and the first day of April in such year, and 
within thirty days after the expiration of the period for which each 
installment is received the said university shall furnish the comp- 
troller of the state of New York satisfactory vouchers for the ex- 
penditure of such installment. The said university shall expend 
such moneys and use such property of the state in administering 
said college, and shall report to the legislature during the month 
of January in each year a detailed statement of such expenditures 
and of the general operations of the said college. Neither the 
board of trustees nor any member thereof shall receive any com- 
pensation for services under this act, but each such member is en- 
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titled to be repaid from the state treasury his actual and necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of any duty imposed upon 
him under this act by the trustees, or the Forest Preserve Board, 
on like certificate of the Forest Preserve Board to and on the 
audit and warrant of the comptroller. 

, § 7. All sums received by the university from the sale of timber 
or otherwise under this act, shall be immediately paid to the state 
treasurer and credited to the fund appropriated from time to time 
for the purposes of this act. 

§ 8. Subject only to the powers, duties and responsibilities vested 
in or imposed upon the trustees of Cornell University by this act, 
and except as may be inconsistent with this act and the objects and 
purposes herein provided for, the land so purchased shall be deemed 
to be and shall be regarded as a part of the forest preserve, so far 
as may be necessary for the protection of fish, game and forests 
as prescribed by the fish, game and forest law, and the juris- 
diction, supervision, powers, duties and responsibilities of the fish, 
game and forest commission and of fish and game protectors and 
foresters, authorized by the fish, game and forest law, except as may 
be inconsistent with the provisions of this act, shall extend and apply 
to the land so purchased hereunder for the purposes of said act 

§ 9. Upon and at the expiration of thirty years from and after 
the taking effect of this act, all lands and each and every parcel 
thereof, purchased by said university and paid for by the state 
under and pursuant to the provisions of this act, shall be by the 
board of trustees of said university, or its successors granted and 
conveyed to the people of the state of New York by a good and 
sufficient deed of conveyance, without further price or considera- 
tion therefor, and the same shall thereupon be and become a part 
of the forest preserve. Nothing herein contained, however, shall 
be held or construed to render it obligatory upon the trustees to 
accept the provisions hereof. 

§ 10. The sum of ten thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated for 
the purposes of this act, exclusive of the purchase of land to be paid 
to Cornell University. Such sum to be expended by the board of 
trustees of Cornell University as hereinbefore provided for. 

§ 11. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 12. This act shall take effect immediately.

The bill having received the signature of Governor Black the 
task of selecting a suitable tract of forest land was immediately 
commenced. The work incidental to the inspection of the 
various townships offered for Bale for the purpose of the 
Forestry College was done by Dr. Bernhard E. Fernow, Professor 
of Forestry, Cornell University, who represented the trustees of that 
institution, and Col. William F. Fox, Superintendent of State 
Forests, as the representative of this Board. The members of the 
Board assisted, also, in the work of examining lands, making re- 
peated journeys through the Wilderness for this purpose. In the 
final examination of the tract which was accepted — Townships 26 
and 23 — Mr. Adams accompanied the superintendent and in- 
spectors in their work, and assisted in the details of tree counting 
and determining the quantity per acre of merchantable spruce. 

A thorough and careful examination was made of several town- 
ships among which were Township 34, T. & C. P., the one con- 
taining the Blue Mountain Lake chain; Township 20, Macomb's 
Purchase, Franklin County, containing the Upper Saranac Lake; 
Township 6, Brown's Tract, Herkimer County, containing the In- 
dependence Lakes and Twitchell Creek; the west half of Township 
23, Macomb's Purchase, Franklin County, the tract adjoining the 
Wawbeek Hotel on Upper Saranac Lake, £nd the east half of 
Township 26, Macomb's Purchase, Franklin County, the one on 
which Eaquette Falls is situated and which has, for its western 
boundary, the line of the Eaquette River. 

The two tracts last mentioned were the ones finally selected and 
purchased. Several other tracts or townships were offered, but the 
superintendent acting on his personal knowledge and acquaintance 
with the lands in question, deemed them unsuitable, and they ac- 
cordingly received only brief consideration. 

The tract of 30,000 acres finally selected by Dr. Fernow as best 
suited to the plans and purposes of the Forestry College, was, as 
just stated, that included in the west half of Township 23 and the 
east half of Township 26, Franklin County. It was offered for 
sale by the Santa Clara Lumber Company at $6.50 per acre, but 
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was finally bought by the Board for $5.50 per acre. The Santa 
Clara Lumber Company in their original proposition offered Town- 
ship 26 only, which contains 30,000 acres, the area specified in the 
Act of the Legislature; but the report of the Superintendent of 
Forests on the matter of price was so unfavorable that the lumber 
company withdrew so much of the offer as related to the» west half of 
Township 26 and substituted in place of it the west half of 23, a 
township which partly adjoins 26 on the north. 

In giving a description of this College Tract we can do no better 
than to submit herewith some extracts from the report made on 
these lands by the superintendent: 

KEPORT ON TOWNSHIP 26, FRANKLIN COUNTY. 

Albany, N. Y., July 1, 1898. 
To the Forest Preserve Board, Albany, N. Y. : 

Gentlemen. — I would respectfully submit the following report 
on the timber lands in Township 26, Great Tract 1, Macomb's 
Purchase, Franklin County, N. Y., — an examination and inspec- 
tion of this tract having been made in compliance with orders re- 
ceived from your Board. In attending to this work, I was accom- 
panied by Mr. J. Y. McClintlock, one of the inspectors of this 
Department, whose intelligent and efficient work proved of great 
assistance. 

Topographical. 

This township is situated on the Kaquette Eiver, midway between 
Long Lake and the Upper Saranac,— the river running in a north- 
erly direction along or near the centre line of the township. In 
the northwest corner of the township there is a large sheet of water 
known as Follensby Pond. This pond or lake is a little over three 
miles long with an average width of three-quarters of a mile. There 
are some deep bays and indentations where it is over a mile in 
width. The area of this lake, as computed by Mr. McClintock, is 
very near 1,100 acres. It is a beautiful sheet of water surrounded 
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on all sides by high ranges with well-wooded slopes.* The burned 
spots along the shore have been reforested with a dense growth of' 
poplar. This lake empties into the Raquette Kiver through a nar- 
row, crooked stream, which, for a mile and one-half, runs through 
a flat, covered with wild grass. This flat is overflowed whenever the 
dam at the outlet is fully closed. 

The Raquette Eiver, with the exception of a mile and one-half 
of its length below Raquette Falls, is bordered on each side by low, 
bottom lands, which, at one time, were overflowed by the datm at 
Raquette Pond, near Big Tupper Lake — a back flow which de- 
stroyed nearly all of the timber in the valley up to Raquette Falls. 
These falls are situated within three miles of the south line of the 
township. This dam at Raquette Pond was partly torn out several 
years ago, and now the river flats are rapidly recovering from 
the unsightly damages caused by the flow; but while these low lands 
have been improved, and will still further improve in appearance 
and scenery, many years must elapse before any merchantable tim- 
ber will be found there. In the southwest portion of the township 
there is a tributary to the Raquette River known as Moose Creek, 
a narrow, tortuous stream with a sluggish flow, which can be as- 
cended with a guide boat for about one mile and a half, or nearly 
to the west line of the township. * This stream runs through a tract 
of low land, which is overflowed by the spring freshets. There is 
an area along this creek, so far as it runs through Township 26, of 
about two miles in length and a mile or more in width — all of 
it waste or swamp land.f 

The Raquette River below the falls is navigable, except at time 
of low water, for small steamers and flatboats to Tupper Lake, 
where railroad transportation is offered by two competing 
lines. The opportunities for manufacturing afforded by the falls, 
combined with the facilities for boating the product to the railroads 

*The Santa Clara Lumber Co. reserved this pond with 4,000 acres of sur- 
rounding land. But, as the Forest Preserve Board refused to buy the west half 
of Township 26, this reservation became immaterial. 

fNot included in the purchase. 
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suggest possibilities worth consideration in connection with any 
estimate as to the future value of this township. 

In addition to the Follensby, there are five other small ponds* 
on the township, one of them named Dawson Pond, after the 
famous angler who years ago encamped there, and with whom it 
was a favorite resort. It is well stocked with brook trout, and 
continues to afford good sport for fishermen. There are no trout 
in the river, or in Follensby Pond, the pickerel and black bass hav- 
ing possession of these waters. The woods abound with deer, sev- 
eral being observed daily while we were there. 

In the north tier of lots, along the outlet of Stony Creek Pond, 
and on the north shore of the river in Lot 5, there are some burned 
lands, the area of which in the aggregate is about 300 acres. With 
the exception of the land along the river bottom, the entire town- 
ship is hilly and mountainous. In the northeast corner, the steep 
slope of Stony Creek Mountain extends within its boundary for 
nearly one mile, occupying mostly all of Lot 1. In the southeast 
quarter, the high range known as Mount Seward projects into this 
tract for a distance of one mile and one-half. The township can- 
not be traversed in any direction without encountering steep slopes 
of considerable height. The ranges have no general or parallel 
direction, the ridges running toward various points of the compass. 
The soil is a sandy loam, of a fair depth throughout the whole 
township. This tract appears to be better covered with earth than 
most of the Adirondack townships, there being little or no appear- 
ance of the outcropping rocks whose irregular, wedge-shaped pro- 
jections make travel exceedingly difficult on other parts of the 
plateau. The few roads are free from stones and boulders, and 
at various places the rich, black earth speaks well for the fertility 
of the humus, which, everywhere throughout this township, attains 
a depth greater than usually found in the Adirondack forests. 

The tract is well watered, — each valley or depression between 
the hills and ranges having some stream or brook, which, uniting 
with similar ones, form creeks of fair size available for log driving, 
* These are included in the purchase. 
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and by which the timber — such as will float — can be removed 
from any part of the township. There are no public highways laid 
out at the expense of the town, — but a fairly passable wagon road 
extends from Axton up the river to Eaquette Falls, and thence a 
mile farther over the old carry to a point above the falls. From 
Eaquette Falls there is a road — rather hilly and rough — leading 
past Dawson Pond to Canons' Brook, a distance of three miles or 
more. Another fairly good road, at least for a buckboard, leads 
from Axton to Ampersand Pond in the adjoining township on the 
east (Township 27). An old lumber road makes a circuit through 
the southeast quarter, known as a " tote " road, on which some 
old lumber camps are located at points convenient for logging 
operations. 

Farms and Buildings. 
In discussing the topography of this tract, mention should be 
made of a large farm at Axton, and the smaller area of cleared 
land at Eaquette Falls. At Axton, which has a poet-office, daily 
mail, and telephone line, there is a collection of buildings, mostly 
new, erected by the lumber company which has its headquarters at 
this place. There is also a large area of farm land, now under 
cultivation, including about 150 acres, its acreage being variously 
estimated by parties connected with its management. In this acre- 
age I include the irregularly shaped field or pasture in the north- 
west corner of Lot 12, containing about thirty acres. The soil 
on this farm, although sandy, has been made to yield, through a 
liberal use of fertilizers, good crops of rye, potatoes, and buck- 
wheat, and it also makes good grazing land. That it is not a first 
class farm is due to the altitude, short season and frequent frosts, 
rather than to any barreness of the soil. 

The buildings* at Axton comprise the following structures: 

Boarding-house, two and one-half stories high, painted, plastered, 

with piazza on three sides, good cellar, new and in good repair; cost, 

$2,000. 

* These buildings will be needed and will be utilized by the professors, stu- 
dents, and employees of the Forestry College. 
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Three tenant houses, 18 x 24, with small lean-tos in the rear for 
kitchen; finished on the sides with shingle work; newly built; cost, 
$500 each. Each one of these three buildings is rented at present 
for $48 per year. 

Large red barn, 30 x 100; newly built; cost, $1,500. 
Boathouse on river bank, 26 x 40; painted red; second story now 
used as a harness shop; stone foundation; new; cost, $500. 

Wind mill, with tower, tank, well, pump, pipe and reservoir; well 
painted; new; cost, $1,500. 

Two-story building, 40 x 26, used as store and post-office; painted 
red; inventoried on company's books at $400. 
In addition to these frame buildings, there are: 
A. large farmhouse built of logs or squared timber, used now as a 
laundry, and for the sleeping apartments of the woodsmen. 

A square one-story log building, 13x22; ceiled inside, square 
hipped roof, shingled; the office of the Santa Clara Lumber Co. 
One log tenant house, 12 x 20, shingled roof, in good condition. 
There are also two log barns, blacksmith shop, warehouse, and 
the usual number of wagon sheds, cattle sheds, root cellars, and out- 
buildings. 

These buildings, most of which are new, are wiorth in the ag- 
gregate fully $8,000. 

There are several old lumber camps scattered through the town- 
ship, but as all the merchantable timber in their vicinity has been re- 
moved, they are of no particular use or value. They are fast falling 
into decay. Exception might be made with reference to one or two 
camps, which might be used in connection with lumbering opera- 
tions on that part of the township, where no cutting has yet been 
done. 

The cleared land at Raquette Falls embraces about thirtytfive 
acres, most of which is in pasture. The buildings at this place 
consist of a small hotel or house for the accommodation of tourists 
and sportsmen, in addition to which there is a small barn and some 
other outbuildings, all of them unpainted and of but little value. 
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The falls on the Raquette River at this place are about seventy 
feet in height. These falls are not in the shape of a cascade, but 
form a series of rapids more or less precipitous at different points. 
As the river is navigable for small bargee from Raquette Falls down 
to the railroad station at Tupper Lake village, this water power is 
a valuable one. It will probably be utilized in time as a site for a 
pulp mill, or some other industry dependent upon forest products. 

Township 26 contains a total area of 29,960 acres,* land and 
water as computed by Mr. McClintock, who bases his calculation 
on the chaining and field notes made by H. S. Meekham in his sur- 
vey of 1890. The entire township is owned by the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company, with the exception of 1,333 acres, a square tract 
lying on either side of the river at Eaquette Falls, of which this 
firm owns an undivided one-fourth — the remainder being owned 
by Mr. William W. Durant. 

Of the 7,000 acres of virgin forest in this township, 1,000 acrea 
belong to Mr. Durant, it being the undivided three-fourths interest 
in the square tract of 1,333 acres at Eaquette Falls, described in the 
deed as the Raquette Falls lot. The remainder of the virgin forest, 
or land which has not been lumbered (6,000 acres), is situated in the 
northeast and southeast corners of the township. The other portions 
of Township 26 have been lumbered; but no timber was cut except 
spruce, and that, with slight exceptions, was not cut below twelve 
inches on the stump. All the young spruces or " pulpwood," up 
to twelve inches in diameter, are still standing on the tract. Some 
few cedars have also been cut for shingle timber; but this species 
does not seem to have been removed to any noticeable extent. The 
white pine in the region was removed forty years ago or more, 
so long ago that the term virgin forest is no longer understood a^ 
including that species. Occasionally, a large spruce or white pine 
may still be seen; but these trees were left either because they 
were defective, or were not easily accessible from the nearest skid- 
way. Much of the pine throughout Northern New York left by 

* That part of Township 26 situated west of the Raquette River, containing^, 
about 14,500 acres, was rejected by the Board. 
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the lumbermen, if cut, would show ring rot or other defects, which 
would make the lumber run too largely into culls. 

The hemlock on this township has not been cut. All !of it re- 
mains. This species will not float unless the logs are peeled, and 
the trees are too widely scattered to make bark peeling profitable, 
especially as there are no tanneries to which the bark could be 
transported, except at too great an expense. "Whenever the bark 
can be shipped with profit the timber will find a ready sale either for 
lumber or railroad ties. 

The fine growth of hardwood has no merchantable value at pres- 
ent. To realize on this class of timber, it would be necessary to 
build a mill at Eaquette Falls, and then transport the sawed lum- 
ber in boats down the river to the railroads at Tupper Lake Station. 
The Adirondack lumbermen have sawed but little hardwood, and 
they see no profit in its manufacture. Of the 450,000,000 feet of 
lumber sawed each year in the Adirondacks mills, only 15,000,000 
feet is hardwood. 

Botanical. 

In order to arrive at the composition of the forest, and the mer- 
chantable value of the timber, Inspector McQintock made a count 
of the various species at 105 different stations. I made numerous 
observations, also, in traveling through various parts of the town- 
ship. 

From the notes made by McClintock and myself the composi- 
tion of the forest embraces the following species, which are named 
in the order of their frequency, or rather as they existed before the 
township was lumbered. 

Conifers. 

Red Spruce (Picea rubens, Sarg.). Prior to the lumbering opera- 
tions, this species was standing everywhere on the township. Judg- 
ing from the portion which has not been lumbered, and, also, from 
the stumps, the trees were not as large as those of this species in 
other townships. In the portions which have not been lumbered 
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the largest spruce observed would not exceed twenty-four inches in 
diameter, and there were very few of this size. At many of the 
stations where counts were made and observations taken, and where 
no spruce had been cut, there was a marked absence of spruces over 
seventeen inches in diameter. At the same time, the trees of this 
species were tall, straight and thrifty. I am inclined to attribute 
the small diameters to the spruce blight, which thirty years ago 
wrought great devastation in these woods, and which killed the 
• largest or mature trees, the smaller ones being exempt A few 
specimens of the black spruce (P. Mariana), were observed, but 
none of the white spruce (P. alba). Unless one stops to 
examine the cones, the dense foliage at this time of the 
year renders it difficult at times to distinguish between cer- 
tain species, which resemble each other so closely as these. The 
small spruces left by the lumbermen are somewhat thinly scattered 
over the east half of the township. As a general thing there are 
about fifteen of these young spruces to the acre, ranging in size 
from five to twelve inches. There is more of this young growth 
on the east side of the river than on the west; and, in crossing 
from the Follensby Pond to Axton, a distance of four miles, in 
going over the mountain I noted repeatedly wide areas, in which 
there was no spruce whatever.* In crossing another range, from 
the head of Follensby Pond to Raquette Falls, Inspector McClin- 
tock noticed that they were more numerous. 

White pine (Pinus Strobus). Most of the white pine on Town- 
ship 26 was cut many years ago, the same as throughout the en- 
tire Adirondack forest But few trees of this species remain on 
the township, even on the parts that have not been lumbered re- 
cently. At long intervals specimens may be seen standing along 
the river bank, and, occasionally, on the hills; but the most of these 
are defective and worthless trees that would not pay for the expense 
of cutting, driving and sawing. No yellow or dwarf pine was ob- 
served; but on the north bank of the river, on Lot 6, a solitary Nor- 
*Not included in purchase. 
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way (P. Resinosa), was noted. There may be other trees of the 
latter species on the township, but they were not seen in the course 
of our examinations. 

Hemlock (Tsuga Canadensis). Now that the spruce and pine 
have been removed from the greater part of this tract, the next 
species in point of market value is the hemlock, which is found in 
all parts of the township. The trees of this species are not as 
numerous, or as large as elsewhere on the Adirondack plateau; 
but they appear frequently in the tally sheets made by the inspec-' 
tor. They are scattered irregularly over the township, although 
some large clumps were noted on Lots 23 and 24, in the west half; 
also some fine groves in the east half along the slope north of 
Raquette Falls. It is doubtful whether this hemlock has much of 
a market value at present, whatever it may be worth in the future. 
The market value of hemlock lumber is now so low that it would 
hardly pay to cut the logs for sawing, especially, as they cannot be 
floated down the river unless they are peeled. The bark would be 
valuable if there were a tannery near by. 

Balsam (Abies balsamea). This species is noticeable on account 
of its frequency along the streams and lowlands; at the same time, 
its spire-shaped tops can be seen at intervals along the ridgee and 
mountain slopes. There is a large thicket of balsam, extending 
for half a mile down Palmer Brook, and another equally large or 
larger area of these trees on Calkins' Brook, near the dam. They 
form, also, a good proportion of the tree growth along the banks 
of the river wherever the height of the banks had prevented the 
timber from being killed by the backflow from the dam at Raquette 
Pond. They grow, also, in profusion along that part of the river 
between the falls and the south line of the township. This timber 
has little or no merchantable value. It can be used to some extent 
for pulp, provided it is used in a chemical mill ; it cannot be used 
in a mechanical mill, as the resinous matter, which it contains, gums 
up the screens. Small quantities of it can be mixed in with spruce 
lumber; but any large proportion is apt to occasion complaint in 
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the lumber yards, where it has to be sold. The tree has little value 
aside from its sanitary properties, and as a pleasing addition to 
woodland scenery. 

White cedar, or arbor vitae (Thuja occidentalis). This species 
is noticeable, not only on account of its frequency, but from the 
fact that it here attains its largest and soundest growth. Many 
specimens were noted over eighty feet in height, although in the 
Adirondacks it is a short tree, seldom attaining a great height, no 
matter what the diameter of the stump may be. The largest white 
cedar in the Adirondacks, so far as I have been able to obtain any 
record, was cut on this township, on Lot 37, near Moose Greek. 
The butt log, which was sixteen feet long, measured forty-three 
inches at the top end and fifty-five inches at the butt Like all 
trees of this species, it tapered rapidly from the stump, after which 
it was fairly straight and cylindrical, the tree being ninety-two feet 
in height. Although most of the white cedar in the Adirondacks 
is noticeable for its hollow butts, and black or rotten heart, these 
trees, so far as we could see, were sound to the heart The largest 
and thriftiest growth was found along Calkins' Brook, extending 
up the stream as far as the upper camp, near the base of Mount 
Seward. Some of the largest trees had been cut, and in most 
every case the stump showed that the timber was sound to the 
heart. This species has a merchantable value in the manufacture 
of shingles, and the smaller trees are also used for telegraph poles 
and fence posts. Still, the demand for these is so limited that it 
adds comparatively little to the merchantable value of the timber 
on the township. 

(Mem. — There is no red cedar on the township, and, so far as I 
have observed, none on the Adirondack plateau.) 

Tamarack (Larix Americana). This species was never plentiful 
to any degree on this tract, as it is confined mostly to swamps and 
lowlands. Along some of the river and creek bottoms, dead tama- 
racks were observed — the result of the ravages of the saw fly, 
which, within the last ten years, has destroyed the greater part of 
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the matured tamarack in northern New York. In going down 
Moose Greek, two trees were noticed, which showed signs of life, 
most of the limbs being covered with the light green foliage pecu- 
liar to this species; elsewhere the trees were dead. 

Broad Leaved Trees. 

Hard, rock, or sugar maple (Acer saccharinum y Wang; Acer 
barbatum, Sarg.). Throughout the Adirondack^ the composition 
of the primitive forest is 70 per cent, hardwood, or broad-leaved 
trees, and Township 26 seems to offer no exception to this general 
feature. Here, as elsewhere, throughout the plateau, the maples 
are more numerous than any other species. The hard maples are 
evenly distributed over the entire tract, and in point of size 
and healthy timber, they compare favorably with this species in 
other localities. While the hard maple does not attain here its 
maximum growth and height, it is fully up to the average in size, 
and whenever the time comes in which the transportation of 
hardwoods can be made J>rofiitaft>le, it wjill j prove! . to be 
a valuable factor in the composition of this forest. In the 
northeast corner of the township, on the slopes of Stony Greek 
Mountain, there is a large area covered almost exclusively with 
tall, straight, healthy hard maples, which will make a valuable 
sugar bush whenever that product attains a market price that will 
warrant its manufacture. 

White, or silver maple (Acer dasycarpum). This species of 
the soft maple is plentiful on the township, but is found for the 
most part along the banks of the Raquette Kiver, where the trees 
overhang the stream at short intervals for miles. It was found 
also on higher ground and along the mountain slopes, although at 
irregularly and widely separated intervals. The trees along the 
river banks, known locally as water maples, were large, with widely 
spreading crowns. For a distance of five miles below the falls the 
leaves of these white maples were perforated or eaten by insects — 
some of the trees in the vicinity of Axton being completely de- 
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foliated, the branches appearing as bare as in midwinter. One 
had to look sharp to see the few remaining shreds of leaves, in 
order to be sure that the trees were not dead. An examination of 
the larvae showed that the insect is probably some species of the 
wylina. It is the first time I have observed any traces of insect 
work on the soft maples in the Adirondack forest. 

Red, or swamp maple (Acer rubrum). Not so numerous as 
the white or silver maple, and when observed the trees appeared 
to be somewhat undersized. At the same time it was quite promi- 
nent in the undergrowth and large shrubs, which cover the ground 
all through these woods in a dense mass. 

Striped maple, or moose wood (Acer Pennsylvanicum). This 
large-leaved shrub appears everywhere in the undergrowth, but in 
no place, so far as observed, attaining any size beyond that of a 
large shrub. Nowhere in the Adirondack forest does this species 
grow to be a tree of more than eight inches diameter in the trunk, 
and very rarely does it attain that size. 

Mountain maple (Acer spicatum). This species, which sel- 
dom grows in the Adirondacks to be anything more than a tall 
shrub, was observed" frequently throughout the township, but al- 
ways along the roadside or on some old trail. 

Yellow, or gray birch (Betula luted). "While the maples axe 
the most numerous on this township, the yellow birch, as elsewhere, 
attains the greatest size, being taller and of a greater diameter 
than the hard maples. The yellow birch on this township is equal 
to any that I have observed in the Adirondacks in point of average 
size and healthy condition. This species has become valuable 
within the last fifteen years, on account of its use" in first-clasp 
furniture, and for inside woodwork in the better class of houses, 
its reddish tinge and clouded surface giving the wood a beautiful 
appearance. On account of this reddish tinge, these trees are gen- 
erally known locally as the red birch; but, the red or river birch — 
the Betula nigra of the botanist — has not been found on the Adi- 
rondack plateau. A large share of the value of these lands will, 
eventually, be found in the yellow birches and hard maples. 
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White, canoe, or paper birch (Betula papyracea). This 
species was observed at intervals throughout the tract. Along the 
river banks and in the valleys it exhibited the usual size, but on 
the slopes and ridges some very large specimens were found. I 
have spent considerable time in obtaining records, and measuring 
personally the largest trees of this species that I could find in 
northern New York, but my records or measurements were all 
beaten by a specimen that Inspector McClintock found on the slope 
of Mount Seward, in the eastern part of the township. This tree, an 
old white birch, measured 7 feet four inches in circumference, or 
over twenty-nine inches in diameter, at a point about three feet 
from the ground, the height at which we usually obtain our diame- 
ters.* This tree showed signs of extreme age, having on one side 
the usual perpendicular split in the bark characteristic of this 
species when it is past maturity. No specimen of the populifolia 
was observed. 

Black, sweet, or cherry birch (Betula lento). But few of this 
kind were observed, and none of any great size. Occasion- 
ally, where this species attains a large diameter, it is some- 
what difficult to distinguish it from the yellow birch, as the 
bark on the old trees has the same rough, shaggy, or laminated ap- 
pearance; and it is not always convenient to get leaves or fruit 
for the purpose of identification — the tall shafts being devoid of 
limbs, and the leaves on the lofty crowns too far away and indis- 
tinct. The twigs of both species have the same pleasant aromatic 
taste. 

Beech (Fagus ferruginea, Ait.). Although ranking first 
among the hardwoods in point of number, the beech is third in 
size. In Township 26, as elsewhere in the forest of northern New 
York, it outnumbers the maples and birches; but not to such an 
extent as in other townships. At the same time, its inferiority in 
size to the two species mentioned, was plainly noticeable in going 

* Although this tree is the largest single specimen, the finest grove of canoe 
birches that I have observed, in both size and appearance, stands near the 
south shore of Sumner Lake, Hamilton County, a short distance back from the 
lake, and near Gov. Woodruff's camp. 
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over this tract. Hitherto the beech of our Adirondack forest has 
been without merchantable value, except in the extreme south part 
of Hamilton County, where the best butt logs, taken from care- 
fully selected trees, are shipped to a manufacturer at Northville to 
be made into plane stock for the carpenter trade. Although the 
botanists refuse to recognize but one species or variety of the 
fagus, yet the woodsmen always make a distinction between the red 
and white beech, a difference based upon the color of the wood and 
depth of sap. These varieties are not easily distinguished by the 
bark or leaf, but I assume that the greater part of the beech on 
Township 26 is of the variety known as the red beech. 

White elm (Ulmus Americana). This species is scattered 
throughout the entire tract, both in the thick woods that clothe the 
slopes and uplands, and along the streams in the valley. "Where 
observed in the dense forests of the uplands, the tree took on the 
habit consequent to the crowded conditions, while in the more open 
places along the river banks it exhibited the familiar form as seen 
on farm lands and along our village streets. A few, but very few, 
trees of the slippery elm (U. fulva), were noticed; it is a rare tree 
in the Adirondack forest. A few of the rock elm (U. racemosa) 
were also seen. 

Black cherry (Prunus serotina). Several trees of this species 
were noticed, some of them being sixteen inches in diameter, from 
which valuable and high-priced timber could be obtained; but, as 
elsewhere throughout these forests, they are few and far be- 
tween. 

Whitfe ash (Frawinus Americana), and black ash (F. sambuci- 
folia) are found only at rare intervals throughout the township — 
the former on the high ground, and the latter along the river bot- 
toms and flat lands. 

Poplar (Populus tremuloides). This species appears on the 
township only where the land has been burned over. With the 
exception of the areas along Stony Creek, and on the river below 
Axton, the fires on this township have been few, and confined to 
a small expanse. Mixed in the groves of small aspen, there were 
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occasional specimens of the grandidentata, or large toothed poplar, 
but the latter, like the tremuloides, is to be found only where the 
previous growth has been destroyed by fire. On these lands the 
bird cherry, usually seen in connection with the poplar on burned 
areas, was noticeable for its absence, very little of this species hav- 
ing been noted. 

Ironwood, hop hornbeam, or hardhack (Ostrya Virginica). A 
few specimens were observed, but as usual in this and the adjoining 
forests, the trees did not exceed eight inches in diameter. The 
word hardhack, by which this tree is known in the Adirondacks, is 
purely local, the term being used elsewhere to distinguish a plant 
about three feet high, known as the steeple bush. The other species 
of ironwood, the carpinus, or blue beech, was not found. 

Basswood (Tilia Americana). Very few of these trees are 
to be found on the township, although they are somewhat numer- 
ous on adjoining tracts. This is somewhat remarkable, for at one 
time Long Lake, situated nearby, was known as Lake Linden, on 
account of the large number of basswoods or lindens which grew in 
that vicinity. The old Indian name for Long Lake, when trans- 
lated, reads Basswood Lake. The few remaining treeai of this 
species around Long Lake, suggest the idea that these trees may 
have died out largely instead of having been cut out or removed by 
the lumbermen and residents. 

Among the smaller trees or large shrubs there was a profusion 
of mountain ash, shad bush, and dogwood, while in the underbrush 
there was everywhere a dense growth of the hobble bush, or witch 
hopple, the viburnum lantanoides. * 

We did not attempt anything like a botanical survey of this town- 
ship. "Whenever this is done, other species may be found; but 
the foregoing list of trees and accompanying notes will give, I 
trust, a fair idea of the forest composition. 

The species and sizes of trees on 105 different acres were deter- 
mined by actual counts made by Inspector Mcdintock. These 
notes and statistics have been tabulated, and are appended here- 
with as part of this report. Accompanying his notes will be found 
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a sketch of the township, showing the route over which the inspec- 
tor traveled, with the different stations plainly marked and num- 
bered at which these various counts were made. I wish to file, 
also, in connection with this report, a map of this township, drawn 
to the scale of two inches to the mile, which has been prepared 
under my direction by Inspector McClintock, and on which is 
designated by different colors, the areas of primitive forest, lum- 
bered forest, waste lands, and farms. 

Valuation. 

I have already given the classification of the lands in this town- 
ship and the number of acres in each, divided into virgin forest, 
lumbered land, waste land, farming land and water surface. I 
omit here my appraisal of this property, because the market value 
of each class of land has been very closely determined by the real 
estate transactions and transfers which have occurred in that region 
during the last few years. These prices have been further con- 
firmed and fixed by the purchases recently made by the Forest 
Preserve Board. As the prices per acre of the various classes de- 
scribed are well known to the members of the Board, I will not 
repeat them here; and I know of no reason why these lands should 
command any different price per acre from that hitherto paid in 
your Adirondack purchases. In the valuation I do not include 
the water power at Kaquette Falls, which could be reserved in the 

sale, or for which an additional price might be paid. 

******** 

I have heard, indirectly, that the owners of Township 26 will 
not sell Follensby Pond, and the 5,000 acres surrounding it. 
But my instructions to examine and report on the township 
were not qualified by any reference to such reservation, and so the 
entire tract was inspected. 

The area of the township as stated in this report does not in- 
clude the strip of land on the southern boundary, about one-half 
mile in width and seven miles long, which is included in the map 
of Township 26, furnished me by Dodge, Meigs & Co. This strip 
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is covered with virgin forest; but, as it forms no part of Township 
26, and as the title is extremely doubtful, I instructed Mr. McClin- 
tock to omit it in the map filed herewith.

Supt. State Forests. 

As already stated the first offer of the .Santa Clara Lumber Com- 
pany included Township 26 only, as this tract had 30,000 acres, the 
amount specified in the Act of the Legislature establishing the Col- 
lege of Forestry. But the Board rejected that part of the township 
situated west of the Kaquette River, which included nearly on&- 
half of the tract. This west half was thrown out for two reasons: 
the best part of it, that including Follensbee Pond, was reserved 
by the Santa Clara Lumber Company; and the south part of this 
westerly half, the lands lying along Goose Creek, included too 
large an area of meadows, cedar swamps and denuded lands. The 
Santa Clara Lumber Company, therefore, in order to make up a 
tract of the requisite area, 30,000 acres, substituted the west part 
of Township 23, the tract adjoining Township 26 upon the north. 
The price asked by them for this tract was $6.50 per acre, the 
same as that demanded for the easterly half of Township 26. * 

On receipt of this second proposition, the Board ordered an ex- 
amination of the lands in 23, and a further inspection of the 
easterly half of 26. Mr. Adams, of the Forest Preserve Board, with 
Inspectors Whitney and Pierce, accompanied the superintendent 
on this trip, and assisted in the work of this further inspection. 

The tract offered in Township 23 did hot include the entire west 
half, but embraced the 14,365 acres situated west of a north avA 
south line which runs a short distance back of the Wawbeek Hotel. 
No part of this tract, therefore, touches the shore of Upper Sarauac 
Lake. Upon a careful estimate made by Inspectors Whitney and 
Pierce, it appeared that about 6,500 acres of this land in Township 
23 was virgin forest from which none of the spruce had been re- 
moved, and was worth fully $7 per acre. There was a large area 
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of burned lands on the north part of this township adjoining the 
shores of Fish Creek and Square Pond, amounting to about 1,200 
acres. There were also about 200 acres more of burned land and 
old clearings along the highway which runs from the Wawbeek 
Hotel to Tupper Lake Village. The remainder of this tract in 
Township 23 was what is known as lumbered land; but the lum- 
bering was done sixteen years ago, at a time when no pulp timber 
was cut, and when the lumbermen in their operations took only 
the " two-log " trees or larger. As a result, all of the smaller 
spruces up to twelve inches in diameter were left standing on the 
tract. This lumbered portion, therefore, would yield between two 
and three cords of pulpwood per acre, which, owing to the acces- 
sibility of this township, is worth $1.25 per cord stumpage. 

The Raquette Eiver flows through the southerly part of this 
tract, in Township 23, — the old and well known Sweeney Oarry 
being also located on it. In its various physical conditions and 
forest composition this tract in Township 23 resembles closely the 
east half of Township 26, as described in the superintendent's re- 
port. 

In the second examination of Township 26, as made by IVIr. 
Adams and the superintendent, and in which Inspectors Whitney 
and Pierce also assisted, particular attention was paid to estimating 
the amount of pulp timber remaining on the portions of the tract 
that had been lumbered. Specimen acres were measured in various 
localities, on which every spruce tree was carefully counted, 
from which it was estimated that the lumbered portions of 
Township 26 would yield from two to three cords of pulp- 
wood per acre. Although the management of the Forestry Col- 
lege does not contemplate cutting any pulpwood or small trees, 
nevertheless .these trees represented a definite marketable value to 
the owners, and had to be considered in fixing a price; for this tim- 
ber could be turned into cash at any time, as well as the large 
spruces in the virgin forest. 

Having made careful estimates of the area of virgin forest on 
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each township, and of the pulp timber still standing on the lum- 
bered portion, and making an allowance of $1.50 per acre for these 
lumbered lands with their hardwood, hemlock and cedar, exclusive 
of any spruces, together with a fair consideration, also, of the value 
of the buildings at Axton, as enumerated in the superintendent's 
report, the Board placed a valuation upon the entire 30,000 acres 
at $5.50 per acre, or $1 less than the price asked by the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company. The company, after reducing their price to 
$6, which was declined, finally accepted the offer of the Board, and 
the 30,000 acres were accordingly purchased for the sum of 
$165,000. 

The sum paid was based on the following classification and prices: 

Townships 23 and 26.

or $1,250 more than the amount paid. The area of virgin forest 
was estimated at 6,500 acres in Township 23, and 6,000 acres in 
Township 26; total, 12,500 acres. The lands included in the sec- 
ond item were valued at $1.50 per acre for the hardwood and 
hemlock, with $3 per acre additional for the spruce pulp timber. 
That these estimates and prices are safe and conservative will be 
readily admitted by all who are familiar with the lands in question. 
But the combined area of the two tracts in Townships 23 and 
26 amounts to more than 30,000 acres, and the question arose as 
to where the surplus acreage should be cut off. After a long dis- 
cussion, which at one time threatened to annul the entire proceed- 
ing, a satisfactory arrangement was arrived at through an option 
granted by the Santa Clara Lumber Company, under which the 
surplus acreage — to be taken off from the south part of Township 
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26 — can be purchased by the Board at any time within one year at 
the price of $5.50 per acre, the same as paid for the entire tract. 
This strip, however, if bought by the Board, will form no part of 
the college tract, but must become a part of the Forest Preserve. 

The work incidental to this purchase has been long and tedious, 
and has occupied a good share of the attention of the Board during 
the past year. It is believed, however, that the price paid is an 
advantageous one for the State, and the Board congratulates the 
trustees of the university on the successful termination of this part 
of their work. At the same time the director of the College of 
Forestry expresses himself as highly pleased at the completion of 
the purchase, as, in his opinion, the tract is eminently suitable for 
all the requirements and purposes of the college, the varied char- 
acter and composition of the forest furnishing the demonstration 
areas necessary to the instructive and practical character of his pro- 
posed work. 



Lands Outside the Adirondack Park. 

The Comptroller of the State, Hon. James W. Roberts, in his 
annual report, dated January 10, 1898, makes the following wise 
suggestion: 

" The land in the Adirondack Preserve, outside the limits of the 
Adirondack Park, is, for preserve purposes, practically of no value 
to the State. , 

" These lands aggregate about 173,454 acres, and cost the State 
for taxes about $5,000 per annum. The protection of these lands 
from depredations is another large item of expense to the State. 
This annual expense could be saved if authority were given for the 
exchange of these lands for lands lying within the precincts of the 
Adirondack Park, or, in case such exchange could not be made, for 
the sale thereof, the proceeds to be used for the purchase of lands 
within the boundaries of said park." 

We fully approve of the measure thus suggested by the State 
Comptroller, whose knowledge of the facts incidental to the taxa- 
tion and management of these lands makes him a competent au- 
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thority in the matter. All of these outlying lots are widely scat- 
tered. Many of them — in Saratoga, Washington^ Oneida, and 
Clinton Counties — are fifty miles or more from the Adirondack 
forest. Only a small proportion are under forest cover; and the 
few that have any timber on them are a continual source of ex- 
pense in protecting them from petty depredations. The cost of 
watching these lots, in many instances, has far exceeded their 
value. They axe of no use in connection with the Forest Preserve, 
nor can they ever be included properly in its management. Some 
of the lots, which have not a tree on them, would be of some value 
to the farmers owning the adjoining property, and could be readily 
sold for a price greater than that of ordinary forest land. In the 
course of time these lands can be disposed of, and the proceeds 
thus obtained could be expended to good advantage in the pur- 
chase of land within the Adirondack Park. Better location would 
thus be obtained and also an increase of acreage, for the outside 
lands would, in the aggregate, bring more money than the cost 
of an equal number of acres of lumbered land within the Park. 
In 1892 and 1893 the Forest Commission had the power to sell 
such lands. In the exercise of that authority they disposed of a 
considerable quantity, the proceeds of which were invested within 
the Park, where they succeeded in obtaining nearly double the 
acreage of that which they sold. "We believe that similar results 
oould yet be obtained. But, in order to do this, some amendment 
to the Constitution would be necessary. It would seem there could 
be no reasonable objection to such a proposition, if the require- 
ments of the Act made it necessary that when such lands were 
sold the proceeds must be invested in the purchase of interior 
tracts. There would be no diminution of the Forest Preserve; on 
the contrary, the State would have the benefit of better location 
and an increased area. We would respectfully suggest that any 
intelligent forest policy calls for a careful consideration of the 
Comptroller's views on this matter, and favorable action at the 
hands of the Legislature. 
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The Catskill Preserve. 

The Board embraces this opportunity to respectfully call atten- 
tion to the Catskill Preserve, and the need of some action on, the 
part of the State to further and protect its forestry interests in 
that famous region. 

Under the State Forestry Law, all forest lands now owned by 
the State, or which may hereafter be acquired in the counties of 
Delaware, Greene, Sullivan and Ulster shall form a part of the 
Forest Preserve. The State already owns 55,092 acres in these 
counties, which have been designated as the Catskill Preserve to 
properly distinguish them from the lands owned by the State in the 
Adirondacks. 

The great extent of the Catskill forests is not generally under- 
stood or known by our citizens. Their combined area being equal 
to nearly three-fifths of that of the Adirondack forests. There is 
this difference, however, that, with the exception of a few wood- 
land towns, the Catskill forests are more frequently intersected by 
highways, and are more thickly interspersed with farming lands. 
Still, each one of the Catskill counties contains large, unbroken 
tracts of timber land, any one of which is well adapted to forestry 
purposes and management. 

There are two extensive mountain ranges in this region, known 
respectively as the Upper and the Lower Catskills, each of them in- 
cluding several peaks over 4,000 feet above tide. The highest one, 
Slide Mountain, is situated in the Lower Catskills. The upper 
range is the one most familiar to the people of the State, the 
mountains in this group being in plain view from the Hudson 
Eiver and the tide of travel* along that thoroughfare. The Lower 
Catskills cannot be seen from the river. 

These forest peaks and much of the surrounding plateaus are all 
under forest cover. These conditions should be preserved, for the 
land, owing to its altitude, is better adapted to the maintenance of 
forests than to agricultural purposes. Trees will grow on these 
lands with more profit than cereals. All the reasons urged for 
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forest protection in the Adirondacks apply equally to the wood- 
lands of the Oatskill Mountains. Upon them, as well as upon the 
Great Forest of Northern New York depends the future timber 
supply of this State. The vast watersheds which they cover alike 
need protection. The streams rising in these uplands are also 
necessary to navigation and industrial purposes. The Schoharie 
Creek, one of the most important tributaries of the Mohawk, and 
also a feeder to the Erie Canal, rises in the northern slope of these 
mountains. The Esopus Creek, flowing to the east and north, pours 
its waters into the Hudson at Saugerties, where it becomes an im- 
portant tributary which is used to advantage by the manufactories 
near its mouth. The east and west branches of the Neversink, and 
the east branch of the Delaware all rise here, and flowing south- 
ward unite at Port Jervis, whence they enter the Atlantic from 
Delaware Bay. These forest streams flowing to the Hudson and 
the Delaware start from mountain springs scarcely 300 yards apart. 

All of the tanneries and sawmills in this region have been aban- 
doned, since which the numerous streams have become repopulated 
with trout, and now afford some of the best fishing in the State. 
Through the action of the Fisheries, Game and Forest Commis- 
sion, the woods have been stocked with deer, and in a few years 
the Oatskill region will abound with this noble game. Bears are 
also frequently killed in these mountain forest. But the exist- 
ence of the game, is dependent on the existence of the forests. 

With the rapid extension of the woodpulp industry the cutting 
of the spruce has commenced again. The large number of fac- 
tories in the Oatskill Counties engaged in the manufacture of what 
is termed wood acid, draw their necessary supply of hardwoods 
from these lands, and are rapidly encroaching on these woodland 
areas. The furniture manufacturers in this region are also rapidly 
thinning out the best selected trees. The woodpulp operators cut 
the spruce; the furniture men take the choice maples and oaks; the 
acid factories take the remaining hardwoods; then the hoop-pole 
men glean the small saplings, and denudation ensues. Next come 
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the huckleberry pickers, who, in order to increase the yield, anr 
nually burn over large areas of this waste and deforested land. 
That this statement is not exaggerated or overdrawn will be readily 
acknowledged by all who are familiar with the region. 

The 55,092 acres owned by the State in the four Catskill Coun- 
ties are situated in scattered tracts interspersed with private hold- 
ings, with the exception of 30, 723 acres in the towns of Denning 
and Hardenbrook, Ulster County, which are more compactly lo- 
cated. The lands in these two towns are not wholly contiguous, 
but are interlaid with other holdings, which afford too often an 
opportunity and excuse for cutting timber and committing depreda- 
tions on the lots belonging to the Preserve. And, yet, these pri- 
vate holdings, which are interspersed among the State lots, can be 
bought at a very low price, and should be immediately acquired by 
the State to protect its own lands, and to increase the area of the 
Forest Preserve in this locality. 

This region has another important claim upon the attention and 
protection of the State. The Catskill Mountains, with their grand 
forest scenery and the sanitary advantages of their upland plateaus, 
furnish the summer homes and the breathing places for the masses 
who live in New York, Brooklyn, and the towns along the Hudson 
Valley. During the summer season the people who visit the Cats- 
kills far outnumber those who go to the Adirondacks. The great 
middle class that forms the population of New York City and 
vicinity are unable to bear the expense of a trip to our North 
Woods. The Catskill region is the place where most of them go 
for their summer outing. It is so near New York and the cities 
along the Hudson that the journey involves only a nominal cost. 
Excursion tickets are sold from New York to the Catskills for $1.75. 
The farmers throughout the region, a large number of whom take 
summer guests, furnish good, wholesome board and rooms for less 
than half what the same could be obtained for in the Adirondacks. 
It is the summer home of the masses — the people who have the 
greatest claim on the State for its care and protection. They 
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ask that the State shall interest itself in the Oatskill Forests as well 
as the Adirondacks. 

At the same time, our wealthier citizens find this region equally 
attractive. These people, through their patronage, support the 
large, magnificent hotels which are found there, and which are 
unsurpassed in any other summer resort They have also ex- 
pended a large amount of capital in the establishment of sum- 
mer communities in charming localities, such as Onteora, Sunset 
and Twilight Parks. This class, also, demands that the State shall 
not permit the magnificent forests and famous scenery of this 
region to be despoiled and ruined. 

In view of the reasons thus set forth, the Board feels impelled 
to make the suggestion that, in any further appropriations which 
the State may make for the protection of its forests and the further- 
ance of the many interests dependent upon their preservation, some 
moderate amount should be set apart for the extension of the 
Catskill Preserve, and the acquisition of land in these counties.

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Laws Establishing The Forest Preserve Board, 
and Defining Its Powers and Duties. 
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Laws of New York. 



CHAPTER 220, 

AN" ACT to provide for the acquisition of land in the territory 
embraced in the Adirondack park and making an appropriation 
therefor. 

Became a law April 8, 1897, with the approval of the governor. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The governor, within twenty days after this act takes 
effect, shall appoint from the commissioners of fisheries, game and 
forest and the commissioners of the land office, by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, three persons to constitute a board 
to be known as " the forest preserve board." The members of such 
board may be removed by the governor at his pleasure. Vacancies 
shall be filled in like manner as an original appointment. The mem- 
bers of the board shall not receive any compensation for their ser- 
vices under this act, but shall receive their actual and necessary 
expenses to be audited by the comptroller. The board may employ 
such clerical and other assistants as it may deem necessary. The 
forest preserve board annually in the month of January shall make 
a written report to the governor showing in detail all its transactions 
under this act during the preceding calendar year. 

§ 2. It shall be the duty of the forest preserve board and it is 
hereby authorized to acquire for the state, by purchase or otherwise, 
land, structures or waters or such portion thereof in the territory 
embraced in the Adirondack park, as defined and limited by, the 
fisheries, game and forest law, as it may deem advisable for the 
interests of the state. 

§ 3. The forest preserve board may enter on and take possession 
of any land, structures and waters in the territory embraced in the 
Adirondack park, the appropriation of which in its judgment shall 
be necessary for the purposes specified in section two hundred and 
ninety of the fisheries, game arid forest law, and in section seven of 
article seven of the constitution. 

§ 4. Upon the request of the forest preserve board an accurate 
description of such lands so to be appropriated shall be made by the 
state engineer and surveyor, or the superintendent of the state land 
survey, and certified by him to be correct, and such board or at 
majority thereof shall indorse on such description a certificate stat- 
ing that the lands described therein have been appropriated by the

state for the purpose of making them a part of the Adirondack 
park; and such description and certificate shall be filed in the office 
of the secretary of state. The forest preserve board shall there- 
upon serve on the owner of any real property so appropriated a 
notice of the filing and the date of filing of such description and 
containing a general description of the real property belonging to 
such owner which has been so appropriated ; and from the time of 
such service, the entry upon and appropriation by the state of the 
reaj property described in such notice for the uses and purposes 
above specified shall be deemed complete, and thereupon such prop- 
erty shall be deemed and be the property of the state. Such notice 
shall be conclusive evidence of an entry and appropriation by the 
state. The forest preserve board may cause duplicates of such no- 
tice with an affidavit of due service thereof on such owner to be 
recorded in the books used for recording deeds in the office of the 
clerk of any county of this state where any of the property de- 
scribed therein may be situated, and the record of such notice and 
of such proof of service shall be evidence of the due service thereof. 

§ 5. Claims for the value of the property taken and for damages 
caused by any such appropriation may be adjusted by the forest 
preserve board if the amount thereof can be agreed upon with the 
owners of the land appropriated. The board may enter into an 
agreement with the owner of any land so taken and appro- 
priated, for the value thereof, and for any damage© resulting 
from such appropriation. Upon making such agreement the board 
shall deliver to the owner a certificate stating the amount due to 
him on account of such appropriation of his lands, and a duplicate 
of such certificate shall also be delivered to the comptroller. The 
amount so fixed shall be paid by the treasurer upon the warrant of 
the comptroller. 

§ 6. If the forest preserve board is unable to agree with the 
owner for the value of property so taken and appropriated, or on 
the amount of damages resulting therefrom, such owner, within 
two years after the service upon him of the notice of appropriation 
as above specified, may present to the court of claims a claim for 
the value of such land and for such damages, and the court of claims 
shall have jurisdiction to hear and determine such claim and render 
judgment thereon. Upon filing in the office of the comptroller a 
certified copy of the final judgment of the court of claims, and a 
certificate of the attorney-general that no appeal from such judg- 
ment has been or will be taken by the state, or, if an appeal has been 
taken a certified copy of the final judgment of the appellate court, 
affirming in whole or in part the judgment of the court of claims, 
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the comptroller shall issue his warrant for the payment of the 
amount due the claimant by such judgment, with interest from the 
date of the judgment until the thirtieth day after the entry of such 
final judgment, and such amount shall be paid by the treasurer. 

§ 7. The owner of land to be taken under this act may, at his 
option, within the limitations hereinafter prescribed, reserve the 
spruce timber thereon ten inches or more in diameter at a height 
of three feet above the ground. Such option must be exercised 
within six months after the service upon him of a notice of the 
appropriation of such land by the forest preserve board, by serving 
upon such board a written notice that he elects to reserve the spruce 
timber thereon. If such a notice be not served by the owner within 
the time above specified, he shall be deemed to have waived his 
right to such reservation, and such timber shall thereupon become 
and be the property of the state. In case land is acquired by pur- 
chase, the spruce timber and no other may be reserved by agree- 
ment between the board and the owner, subject to all the provisions- 
of this act in relation to timber reserved after an appropriation of 
land by the forest preserve board. The presentation of a claim to 
the court of claims before the service of a notice of reservation shall 
be deemed a waiver of the right to such reservation. 

§ 8. The reservation of timber and the manner of exercising and 
consummating such right are subject to the following restrictions^ 
limitations and conditions: • 

1. The reservation does not include or affect timber within 
twenty ;rods of a lake, pond or river, and such timber cannot be 
reserved. Roads may be cut or built across or through such re^ 
served space of twenty rods, under the supervision of the forest pre- 
serve board, for the purpose of removing spruce timber from ad- 
joining land, and the reservation of spruce timber within such 
space shall be deemed a reservation by the owner, his assignee or 
representative, of the right to cut other timber necessary in con- 
structing such road, but such reservation does not confer a right to 
remove such other timber so cut, or to use it otherwise than in con* 
structing a road. 

2. The timber reserved must be removed from the land within 
fifteen years after the service of notice of reservation, or the making 
of an agreement subject to regulations to be prescribed by the forest 
preserve board; but such land shall not be cut over more than once, 
and the said board may prescribe regulations for the purpose of 
enforcing this limitation. All timber reserved and not removed 
from the land within such time shall thereupon become and be the 
property of the state, and all the title or claim thereto by the origi- 
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nal owner, his assigns or representatives, shall thereupon be deemed 
abandoned. 

§ 9. A person who reserves timber as herein provided is not en- 
titled to any compensation for the value of his land purchased or 
taken and appropriated by the state, nor for any damages caused 
thereby, until: 

1. The timber so reserved is all removed and the object of the 
reservation fully consummated; or 

2. The time limited for the removal of such timber has fully 
elapsed, or the right to remove any more timber is waived by a 
written instrument filed with the forest preserve board; and 

3. The forest preserve board is satisfied that no trespass on state 
lands has been committed by such owner or his assigns or repre- 
sentatives; that no timber or other property of the state not so re- 
served has been taken, removed, destroyed or injured by him or 
them, and that a cause of action in behalf of the state does not exist 
against him or them for any alleged trespass or other injury to the 
property or interests of the state; and 

4. That the owner, his assignee, or other representative has fully 
complied with all rules, regulations and requirements of the forest 
preserve board concerning the use of streams or other property of 
the state for the purpose of removing such timber. 

§ 10. A warrant shall not be drawn by the comptroller for the 
amount of compensation agreed upon between the owner and the 
forest preserve board, nor for the amount of a judgment rendered 
by the court of claims, until a further certificate by the board is 
filed with him to the effect that the owner has not reserved any 
timber or that he, his assignee, or other representative, has complied 
with the provisions of this act, or has otherwise become entitled to 
receive the amount of the purchase price, award or judgment. 

§ 11. The forest preserve board may settle and adjust any claims 
for damages due to the state on account of any trespasses or other 
injuries to property or interests of the state, or penalties incurred 
T>y reason of such trespasser or otherwise, and the amount of such 
•damages or penalties so adjusted shall be deducted from the original 
compensation agreed to be paid for the lands, or for damages, or 
from a judgment rendered by the court of claims on account of the 
appropriation of such land. A judgment recovered by the state 
for such a trespass or for a penalty shall likewise be deducted from 
the amount of such compensation or judgment. 

§ 12. If timber is reserved upon land purchased or appropriated 
as provided by this act, interest is not payable upon the purchase 
price or the compensation which may be awarded for the value of 
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such land or for damages caused by such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six. 

§ 13. Persons entitled to cut and remove timber under this act 
may use streams or other waters belonging to the state within the 
forest preserve for the purpose of removing such timber, under such 
regulations and conditions as may be prescribed or imposed by the 
forest preserve board. The persons using such waters shall be liable 
for all damages caused by such use. 

§ 14. If timber be reserved, its value at the time of making an 
agreement between the owner and the forest preserve board for the 
value of the land so appropriated and the damages caused thereby, 
or at the time of the presentation to the court of claims of a claim 
for such value and damages, shall be taken into consideration in 
determining the compensation to be awarded to the owner on ac- 
count of such appropriation either by such agreement or by the 
judgment rendered upon such a claim. 

§ 15. The forest preserve board may appoint inspectors to ex- 
amine the lands upon which timber is reserved and ascertain and 
report to the board, from time to time, or whenever required, 
whether such timber is being removed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, whether any trespasses or other violations of this 
act are being committed, and whether the persons entitled to the 
use of such waters for the purpose of removing timber have com- 
plied with the regulations and conditions relating thereto, pre- 
scribed or imposed by the board. 

§ 16. The forest preserve board shall fix the compensation of all 
clerks, inspectors or other assistants employed by it, which con- 
pensation shall be paid by the treasurer, upon the certificate of the 
board and the audit and warrant of the comptroller. A person so 
appointed may be removed at the pleasure of the board. 

§ 17. The forest preserve board shall take such measures as may 
be necessary or proper to perfect the title to any lands in the forest 
preserve now held by the state, and for that purpose may pay and 
discharge any valid lien or incumbrance upon such land, or may 
acquire any outstanding or apparent right, title, claim or interest 
which, in its judgment, constitutes a cloud on such title. The 
amounts necessary for the purposes of this section shall be paid by 
the treasurer upon the certificate of the board and the audit and 
warrant of the comptroller. 

§ 18. If an offer is made by the forest preserve board for the 
value of land appropriated, or for damages caused by such appro- 
priation, and such offer is not accepted, and the recovery in the 
court of claims exceeds the- offer, the claimant is entitled to costs 
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and disbursements as in an action in the supreme court, which shall 
be allowed and taxed by the court of claims and included in its 
judgment. If in such a case the recovery in the court of jclaims 
does not exceed the offer, costs and disbursements to be taxed shall 
be awarded in favor of the state against the claimant and deducted 
from the amount awarded to him, or if no amount is awarded judg- 
ment shall be entered in favor of the state against ,the claimant for 
such costs and disbursements. If an offer is not accepted, it cannot 
be given in evidence on the trial. 

§ 19. When a judgment for damages is rendered for the appro- 
priation of any lands or waters for the purposes specified in this 
act, and it appears that there is any lien or incumbrance upon the 
property so appropriated, the amount of such lien shall be stated 
in the judgment, and the comptroller may deposit the amount 
awarded to the claimant in any bank in which moneys belonging 
to the state may be deposited, to the account of such judgment, to 
be paid and distributed to the persons entitled to the same as di- 
rected by the judgment. 

§ 20. If a person cuts down or carries off any wood, bark, under- 
wood, trees or timber, or any part thereof, or girdles or otherwise 
despoils a tree in the forest preserve, without the permission of the 
forest preserve board, an action may be maintained against him 
by the board in its name of office, and in such an action the board 
may recover treble damages if demanded in the complaint. Every 
such person also forfeits to the state the sum of twenty-five dollars 
for every tree cut down or carried away by him or under his direc- 
tion, to be recovered in a like action by the forest preserve board. 
All sums recovered in any such action shall be paid by the board 
to the state treasurer, and credited to the general fund. 

§ 21. Service of a notice by the forest preserve board undeff 
section four must be personal if the person to be served can be 
found in the state. The provisions of the code of civil procedure 
relating to the service of a summons in an action in the supreme 
court, except as to publication, apply, so far as practicable, to the 
service of such a notice. If a person to be served cannot with due 
diligence be found in the state, a justice of the supreme court may, 
by order, direct the manner of such service, and service shall be 
made accordingly. 

§ 22. The court of claims, if requested by the claimant for the 
attorney-general, shall examine the real property affected by the 
claim and take the testimony in relation thereto, in the county where 
such property or a part thereof is situated. The actual and neces- 
sary expenses of each judge and of each officer of the court in 
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making such examination and in so taking testimony shall be au- 
dited by the comptroller and paid from the money appropriated 
ior the purposes of this act. 

§ 23. The power to appropriate real property, vested in the 
forest preserve board by section four, is subject to the following 
limitations: Such real property must adjoin land already owned 
or appropriated by the state at the time the description and cer- 
tificate are filed in the office of the secretary of state, except .that 
timber land not so adjoining state land may be appropriated when- 
ever in the judgment of the board timber thereon other than spruce, 
pine or hemlock is being cut or removed to the detriment of the 
forest, or the interests of the state. 

§ 24. The sum of six hundred thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for the purposes 
specified in this act, out of any moneys in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. In addition to the amount above appropriated, 
the comptroller, upon the written request of the forest preserve 
board, is hereby authorized and directed to borrow, from time to 
time, not exceeding in the aggregate the &um of four hundred 
thousand dollars for the purposes specified in this act, and to issue 
bonds or certificates therefor payable within ten years from their 
date, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per centum per 
annum, and which shall not be sold at less than par. The sums 
so borrowed are hereby appropriated, payable out of the moneys 
realized from the sale of such bonds or certificates, to be expended 
under the direction of the forest preserve board for the purposes 
of this act, and to be paid by the treasurer on the warrant of the 
comptroller. 

§ 25. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 26. This act shall take effect immediately. 



CHAPTER 135. 

AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred and twenty of the laws 
of eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, entitled "An act to pro- 
vide for the acquisition of lard in the territory embraced in the 
Adirondack Park, and making an appropriation therefor." 

Became a law March 28, 1898, with the approval of the governor. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter two hundred and twenty of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 
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§ 20. The forest preserve board may and is hereby given the 
exclusive power to bring, in the name of the people of the state, 
any action or special proceeding in a court of justice or before 
the comptroller of the state to set aside the cancellation of any sale 
of land for taxes or to ascertain and determine the title to lands 
in the Adirondack park or in the forest preserve, claimed by any 
person or persons, associations or corporations adversely to the 
state, and, if such lands are held or occupied by or under such 
claimants, to recover the possession thereof; and to demand an ac- 
counting and recover damages for any timber cut or moved from 
any lands involved in any such action, and, if demanded i)a the 
complaint, to recover triple damages therefor; and for such pur- 
poses may bring any action or special proceeding which an owner 
of lands would be entitled to bring. The forest preserve board may 
make any demand, tender or offer, before or after commencing any 
action or special proceeding, deemed necessary or proper for the 
purpose of entitling it to enforce or defend any right or claim on 
behalf of the state, and may, in their discretion, settle and compro- 
mise any suits and special proceedings authorized by this section 
and adjust the claims involved therein. The forest preserve board 
may employ attorneys and counsel to prosecute any such action or 
special proceeding, or to defend any such action or special proceed- 
ing or any action or proceeding brought against the board or any 
of its members, arising out of their official conduct with relation to 
the forest preserve. The compensation and disbursements of such 
attorneys and counsel shall be fixed by the board. All such ac- 
tions shall be brought in the county where the lands are located, 
and a preliminary or final injunction may, on application in an ac- 
tion brought under this section, be granted restraining any act of 
trespass, waste or destruction upon any lands within the Adirondack 
park, or in the forest preserve, claimed or owned by the state, or 
which may hereafter be acquired by the state. 

§ 22. The court of claims, if requested by the '(claimant or the 
attorney-general, shall examine the real property affected by the 
claim of damages for the appropriation thereof and take the testi- 
mony in relation thereto in the county where such property or a 
part thereof is situated. The actual and necessary expenses of each 
judge and of each officer of the court in making such examination 
and in so taking testimony shall be audited by the comptroller and 
paid from the money appropriated for the purposes of this act. 

§ 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed. * 

§ 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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
